BRIEF   HISTORY, 


UNDER    THE    LEADERSHIP    OF   DR.    JEREMIAH    CHAMBERLAIN. 


''Oakland  College"  was  founded  in  the  interests  of  the 
Southern  Presbyterians  in  1S2S. 

The  grounds  and  buildings  were  sold  in  187 1  when  the  State 
became  the  purchaser  and  dedicated  the  same  under  the  name  of 
"Alcorn  University"  to  the  higher  education  of  her  colored  youth 
to  offset  the  Mississippi  University  at  Oxford  for  her  white  youth. 

In  1878,  the  Legislature  reorganized  the  school  under  the 
name,  "Alcorn  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,"  the  better 
to  comply  with  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July,  1862,  a  part  of 
which  is  here  given. 

General  United  States  No.   i,  Act  in  Relation  to 
Agricultural  Colleges. 

(U.  S.  Statutes,  Vol.  12,  Chap.  130,  p.  503.) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled  :  That 
there  be  granted  to  the  several  States,  for  the  purpose  herein- 
after mentioned,  an  amount  of  public  land,  to  be  apportioned  to 
each  State,  a  quantity  equal  to  thirty  thousand  acres  for  each  Sen- 
ator and  Representative  in  Congress,  to  which  the  States  are 
respectively  entitled  by  the  apportionment  under  the  census  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty.  *  *         * 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  :  That  the  land  aforesaid, 
after  being  surveyed,  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several  States  in 
sections  or  sub-divisions  of  sections,  not  less  than  one-quarter  of  a 
section  ;  *  *         said  scrip  to  be  sold   by   said   States  and 

the  proceeds  thereof  applied  to  the  uses  and   purposes   prescribed 
in  this  Act,  and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatsoever.     *     *      * 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted  :  That  all  moneys  derived 
from  the  sale  of  the  lands  aforesaid,  by  the  States  to  which  the 
lands  are  apportioned,  and  from  the  sales  of  land  and  scrip  here- 
inbefore provided  for,  shall  be  invested  in  stocks  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  the  States,  or  some  other  safe   stocks,   yielding   not

less  than  five  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of  said  stocks  ;  and 
that  the  moneys  so  invested  shall  constitute  a  perpetual  fund,  the 
capital  of  which  shall  remain  forever  undiminished  (except  so  far 
as  may  be  provided  in  section  fifth  in  this  act),  and  the  interest  of 
which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated  by  each  State,  which  may 
take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  this  act,  to  the  endowment,  support 
and  maintenance  of  at  least  one  college  where  the  leading  object 
shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and  classical  studies, 
and  including  military  tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning 
as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts  *  *  * 

in  order  to  promote  the  libeial  and  practical  education  of  the  in- 
dustrial classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions  of  life. 

The  Agricultural  Land  Scrip  Fund,  donated  by  the  United 
States  Government  to  this  State,  had,  by  judicious  management, 
increased  to  $227,150,  when  the  Legislature  in  1878,  divided  it 
equally  between  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  at 
Starkville  and  this  College,  giving  to  each  $113,575,  the  interest 
on  which  is  $5,678 .75  per  annum. 

All  necessary  expenses  over  and  above  that  amount  have 
heretofore  been  provided  for  by  legislative  appropriations. 

By  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  1S90,  the  annual  expenses  of 
the  College  for  the  next  two  years  will  be  provided  for  thus  :

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Legislature  granted  an  especial 
appropriation  of  $2,500  to  be  used  in  repairing  of  buildings,  etc., 
and  in  converting  Belles  Lettres  Hall  into  a  dormitory  and  build- 
ing a  barn. 

The  barn  has  been  built  and  Belles  Lettres  Hall  has  been  con- 
verted into  a  neat  dormitory  with  accommodations  for  30  students  ; 
but  owing:  to  the  additional  room  needed  for  teachers,  there  will 
not  be  room  for  30  more  students  next  year  than  have  been 
heretofore  accommodated. 

For  the  last  four  years,  during  January,  February,  March  and 
sometimes  even  into  April,  many  young  men  who  wrote  to  know 
if  they  could  enter  had  to  be  denied  because  every  available  room 
was  occupied,  some  rooms  having  5  or  6  occupants. 

Though  during  the  years  1890-91  the  enrollment  was  10  less 
than  the  year  before,  being  238,  yet  from  30  to  40  applicants  had 
to  be  refused  during  the  months  named,  for  lack  of  dormitory 
room.  Those  who  expect  to  attend  next  session  should  enter  be- 
fore November,  or  write  to  know  if  they  can  get  room  before 
coming.

By  an  Act  of  Congress  known  as  the  New  Morrill  Bill, 
which  became  a  law  August  30th,  1S90,  and  entitled  : 

"  An  act  to  apply  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  public 
binds  to  the  more  complete  endowment  and  support  of  the  colleges 
for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts  established 
under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  Congress  approved  July  2nd, 
1S62."  Each  State  and  Territory  received  $15,000  from  the 
National  Treasury  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1890,  is  to  receive 
$16,000  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1S91,  etc.,  upon  condition 
that  in  States  requiring  separate  schools  for  white  and  colored 
children  an  equitable  division  of  the  part  received  by  said  States, 
shall  be  made  for  the  agricultural  and  mechanical  education  of  the 
children  of  the  two  races. 

Under  that  clause  of  the  act  which  provides:  "That  pay- 
ment of  such  installments  of  the  appropriation  herein  made  as 
shall  become  due  to  any  State  before  the  adjourment  of  the  regular 
session  of  Legislature  meeting  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
shall  be  made  upon  the  assent  of  the  Governor  thereof,  duly 
certified  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  The  first  two  pay- 
ments received  by  Mississippi  have  been  divided  equally  between 
the  A  &  M.  College  at  Starkville,  and  Alcorn  A.  &  M.  College  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  Governor  J.  M.  Stone. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Legislature  which  meets  next  January 
will  endorse  that  division. 

The  Trustees  have  decided  to  proceed  to  improve  the  farming 
operations  and  to  inaugurate  the  mechanical  department  with  the 
funds  thus  put  at  their  disposal.  It  is  hoped  therefore  that  in  due 
time  suitable  shops  and  competent  instructors  will  be  ready  for 
those  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  thus 
offered  to  learn  the  various  trades. 

SITUATION. 

It  is  situated  in  Claiborne  county,  four  and  one-half  miles 
northeast  from  Rodney  and  the  Mississippi  river.  The  location  is 
high  and  healthful,  and  the  surroundings  agreeable  and  attract- 
ive in  an  eminent  decree. 
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Oakland  College  was  the  oldest  academic  institution  in  the 
State,  and  for  more  than  thirty    years  a  splendid    seat  of  learning. 

Even  now  many  of  the  most  active  County  Superintendents 
of  Education  and  earnest  friends  of  morality  and  progress  in  the 
vState  are  former  Oakland  students. 

The  refining  influences  still  pervade  the  country  surrounding 
the  College,  and  exercise  their  silent,  but  potent  influence  of 
good.  The  campus  is  a  beautiful  oak  grove,  gently  undulating 
and  finely  carpeted  with  a  rich  turf  of  perennial  green,  while  the 
majestic  old  trees  are  so  splendidly  festooned  by  the  gracefully 
flowing  gray  moss  as  to  materially  help  render  the  whole  a  pic- 
ture of  rare  landscape  beauty. 

It  is  far  removed  from  the  contaminating  influence  of  town 
or  city  life.  There  are  no  haunts  of  dissipation  to  lead  the  unwary 
astray  ;  but  in  the  country,  in  the  midst  of  a  moral  and  highly- 
cultivated  community,  the  student,  during  the  whole  period  of 
his  intellectual  training,  is  continually  surrounded  by  those  in- 
fluences which  tend  to  develope  his  moral  character. 

APPROACHES. 

Until  the  fall  of  18S2,  the  only  approach  to  the  College  was 
by  Rodney,  via  the  Mississippi  River.  Now  students  can  come  via 
Louisville,  New  Orleans  and  Texas  Railroad  to  Hayes  City  or 
Station,  Jefferson  county,  and  thence  about  nine  miles  to  the 
College. 

The  wagon  will  go  to  Hayes  Sept.  12th  and  16th,  and  every 
Tuesday  and  Friday  afternoon  during  the  rest  of  September. 
The  wagon  will  also  go  to  Hayes  every  Tuesday  and  Friday 
afternoons  during  the  first  two  weeks  in  January.  Students 
must  therefore  arrange  to  reach  Hayes  on  one  of  these  days  and 
remember  that  they  will  hereafter  be  more  likely  to  meet  the 
wagon  at  the  station  Tuesday  and  Friday  afternoons  than  at  any 
other  times. 

GROUNDS. 

The  grounds,  comprising  something  less  than  300  acres,  with 
the  exception  of  some  30  acres  more  or  less  not  under  fence, 
are  about  thus  divided  :  70  acres  in  the  campus,  80  under  culti- 
vation, and  most  of  the  rest  furnishes  a  very  good  pasture  for  the 
stock. 

FARM  PRODUCTIONS. 

The  farm  has  during  the  last  five  years  yielded  good  crops 
of  corn,  peas,  pumpkins,  both  kinds  of  potatoes,  turnips  and  veg- 
etables generally,  thus  materially  aiding  in  furnishing  good  board 
to  students  at  so  low  a  figure.  In  addition  to  oats,  hay,  sor- 
ghum and  clover  have  been  raised  for  food  for  the  stock. 
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APIACULTURE,  OR   BEE  KEEPING. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  toward  directing  attention  to  bee 
keeping  as  an  interesting  and  instructive  subject  that  may  be 
turned  into  a  profitable  business. 

The  queens,  drones  and  workers,  and  their  respective  functions 
have  been  pointed  out  to  many  of  the  students,  and  we  have  in- 
formation that  some  former  students  are  now  endeavoring  to 
build  up  colonies  of  their  own. 

ROAD  BUILDING. 

Lectures  will  be  given  during  the  year  as  usual  on  the  subject 
of  road  building.  These  lectures  as  often  as  convenient,  will  be 
enforced  by  practical  labors. 

Information,  voluntarily  given,  encourages  us  in  the  belief  that 
our  road  building  instruction  has  already  been  productive  of  val- 
uable results. 

EXPENSES. 

Tuition  is  free  to  all  Mississippi  students,  but  to  all  others  it  is 
$15  a  year  in  advance. 

Each  student,  on  entering,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  doctor's 
fee  of  $2,  which  will  entitle  him  to  medical  attention  during  the 
school  year. 

Board  may  be  had  at  the  Refectory,  at  $6.50  per  month,  in 
advance.     This  includes  table-board  and  washing. 

No  deductions  in  board  hereafter  will  be  made  on  account  of 
absence  for  less  than  six  consecutive  days. 

Each  student,  on  entering,  will  be  required  to  deposit  at  the 
office  $3,  to  pay  for  any  damage  he  may  do,  by  losing  keys, 
breaking  glass  or  furniture,  or  defacing  buildings,  etc.  In  case 
he  is  properly  careful,  and  commits  no  such  damage,  the  money 
will  be  refunded  to  him  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Each  student,  on  entering,  should  have,  at  least,  money  enough 
to  pay  his  doctor's  fee  of  $2,  deposit  his  contingent  fund  of  $3, 
buy  all  necessary  books,  and  pay  three  months  board,  and  this 
money  must  be  deposited  at  the  office  before  any  student  matric- 
ulates. 

By  woiking  on  the  farm  as  it  is  needed,  most  any  student  can 
earn  about  a  third  of  his  expenses. 

DISCIPLINE. 

All  firearms  or  other  dangerous  weapons  must  be  deposited 
with  the  President  when  the  student  enters. 

Intoxicating  drinks,  obscene  and  profane  language,  and  play- 
ing at  cards  and  dice,  or  other  games  of  chance,  are  strictly  pro- 
hibited. 

Students  are  not  to  visit  in  the  neighborhood  nor  go  to  Rod- 
ney, etc.,  without  permission    from  the  President. 
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Students  are  expected  to  rise  at  the  ringing  of  the  5  A.  M.  bell. 
and  retire  at  the  ringing  of  the  10  P.  M.  bell  ;  to  regularly  and 
punctually  attend  morning  devotions,  Wednesday  evening  pray- 
meetings,  Sabbath  school  and  11  o'clock  A.  M.  Sunday  services, 
(each  recitation,)  and  to  refrain  from  scratching  or  marking  the 
furniture  or  walls  of  the  buildings. 

Finally,  students  are  expected  to  be  gentlemanly  at  all  times 
and  under  all  circumstances,  in  all  their  intercourse  with  each 
other  or  their  teachers,  and  to  remember  that  they  are  here  not 
merely  to  have  a  good  easy  time,  but  to  learn  how  to  think  and 
to  work  most  successfully,  and  that  these  things  require  close  at- 
tention and  faithful  effort. 


HOW    MONEY    AND    OTHER    PACKAGES     SHOULD 

BE    SENT. 

Parents  and  others  wishing  to  send  money  to  students  should 
send  it  by  postoffice  money  order,  bank  draft,  or  registered  letter, 
to  Rodney,  Miss. 

Never  send  silver  in  a  registered  letter  if  it  is  possible  to  get 
paper  money  instead. 

Express  packages  should  be  sent  to  Alcorn  A.  and  M.  College, 
Hayes,  Jefferson  Co.,  Miss. 

All  other  packages  should  be  sent  to  Rodnev,  Miss. 

Small  packages  should  rather  be  sent  by  mail  to  Rodney. 

Parents  should  provide  their  children  with  only  what  money 
they  need,  and  none  to  waste  during  the  first  few  months  of  their 
school  life,  and  then  they  will  likely  be  able  to  provide  them  with 
the  money  needed  to  finish  the  course. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

1.  No  student  will  be  admitted  under  fifteen  years  of  age, 
except  in  the  case  of  brothers,  when  one  is  more  than  fifteen  and 
the  other  not  much  less  than  fifteen. 

2.  Students  must  not  come  while  in  poor  health. 

3.  Students  coming  from  other  Colleges  must  present  evi- 
dence of  an  honorable  discharge,  and  all  new  students  must  bring 
credentials  of  moral  character. 

No  student  will  hereafter  be  permitted  to  cook  for  himself  at 
the  cuisines  during  the  first  year  of  his  attendance,  nor  will  any 
one  be  allowed  to  board  at  the  cuisines  unless  by  special  per- 
mission. 

The  Hoarding  Hall  is  managed  by  the  President,  with  the 
Matron  jn  immediate  charge  and  Tutor  J.  A.  Lester  as  Secretary. 

The  discipline  of  the  College  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Presi- 
dent, and  the  Faculty  consisting  of  the  President,  Professors  and 
Assistant  Professor,  but  the  students  will  be  expected  to  show  all 
proper  deference  and  respect  for  all  superior  officers,  and  to  keep 
their  rooms  in  a  condition  to  be  inspected  at  any  time  by  any 
officer  of  the  institution. 
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It  is  believed  that  parents  will  save  money  and  their  children 
will  be  better  fitted,  if  instead  ot  buying  shoes  and  clothing  at 
their  homes  and  incurring  the  additional  expense  of  sending  them 
to  the  College,  they  will  send  the  money  to  their  children,  and  let 
them  buy  such  articles  in  Rodney. 

The  President  of  the  College  earnestly  solicits  the  co-opera- 
tion of  all  the  County  Superintendents  and  other  friends  of 
education,  throughout  the  State,  in  directing  hither  young  men 
seeking  opportunities  of  higher  instruction,  and  cordially  invites 
the  correspondence  of  those  seeking  good  teachers  for  the  free 
schools  in  the  various  counties. 

As  important  helps  in  the  educational  work  aimed  at  may  be 
mentioned  a  Cabinet  of  a  fair  collection  of  Geological,  Mechani- 
cal, Historical  and  Natural  Science  specimens,  among  which  are 
some  very  rare  and  interesting  ;  a  Library,  containing  some  of  the 
best  books  to  be  found  in  the  English  Language,  most  of  them 
purchased  within  the  last  six  years  ;  two  Literary  Societies,  the 
Alcorn  College  Lyceum,  organized  some  years  ago,  and  the 
Literary  Gem,  organized  in  1884  ;  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  organized 
during  the  year  1885  ;  the  B.  C.  A.,  organized  during  1889  and 
1890,  and  a  College  Brass  Band  led  by  Mr.  W.  G.  Still,  a  student, 
but  instructed  by  Tutor  B.  F.  Shannon.

The  object  of  these  lectures  has  been  to  awaken  an  inquiring 
spirit  among  the  students,  to  induce  them  to  investigate  for  truth 
and  to  seek  information  by  reading  good  books,  to  afford  subjects 
of  useful  and  helpful  conversation,  and  yet  be  recreative  and 
refreshing  as  a  change  from  the  routine  of  daily  recitations.

Some  provision  was  recently  made  by  the  Trustees,  for  a 
course  of  veterinary  lectures. 

The  lectures  will  be  continued,  and  the  services  of  dis- 
tinguished persons  from  abroad  will  be  secured  whenever  possible. 

LIBRARY. 

The  College  has  not  a  very  large  collection  of  books,  but  the 
Library  contains  more  than  a  thousand  of  the  most  select  books 
in  the  English  Language.  Any  person  may  find  in  it  something 
to  read  on  most  any  subject  and   that  by  the  best  authors. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  New  Morrill  Bill,  the  books  in  the 
Library  are  to  be  increased,  especially  the  number  of  works  of 
reference  and  the  number  of  works  on  subjects  particularly  per- 
taining to  agriculture  and  kindred   industries. 

ROOM,  FURNITURE,  ETC. 

The  College  does  not  now  furnish  any  bedding,  bedsteads, 
mattresses,  tables,  chairs,  wash  basins,  buckets,  brooms,  lamps, 
etc.,  but  all  these  things  except  the  first,  may  be  had  by  students 
for  a  small  rental,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  year,  if  he  break 
or  damage  nothing. 

Each  two  students  occupying  the  same  bed  must  have  a 
change  of  pillowslips,  three  sheets,  and  each  room  must  have  a 
howl  and  pitcher,  broom,  bucket,  towels  and  a  lamp  and  chimney, 
and  each  one  should  bring  his  pillows,  pillowslips,  sheets  and 
other  bedding  with  him.    | 

It  is  also  very  much  desired  [that  each  student  shall  possess 
himself  of  a  Bible  and  Dictionary,  for,  in  our  opinion,  a  black- 
smith might  as  well  undertake  to  weld  iron  without  a  hammer  or 
;i  bellows  ;  a  carpenter  might  as  well  try  to  build  houses  without 
,i  saw  <>]  hatchet,  or  a  farmer  might  as  well  endeavor  to  raise  corn 
and  cotton  without  plows  or  hoes,  as  for  a  student  to  undertake  to 
get  a  well  rounded  education  without  a  Dictionary  and  Bible. 


THINGS  WORTH  KNOWING  BY  EVERY  MISSISSIPPI  FARMER. 


Unless  for  special  reasons,  a  fanner  should  never  cut  walnut  trees, 
hickory  trees,  pecan  trees,  chestnut  trees,  beechnut  trees,  oak,  or  rather  acorn 
hearing  trees,  persimmon  trees,  Iruit  mulberry  trees,  nor  any  fruit  bearing 
trees  generally,  because  tne  fruit  from  these  trees,  in  a  few  years  may  be  the 
source  of  the  biggest  income  from  the  farm,  and  is  valuable  now  if  he 
raises  hogs. 

Fence  Posts. — Black  locust,  cypress,  cedar,  sassafras,  post  oak  and 
the  fruit  bearing  mulberry,  make  the  best  fence  posts  in  Mississippi.  Posts 
will  not  rot  so  fast  when  the  bark  has  been  taken  off  before  setting. 

Never  put  off  till  to-morrow,  work  that  ought  to  be  done  to-day. 

Always  put  your  tools  ar.d  implements  out  of  the  weather  when  you 
are  not  using  them,  thev  will  thus  last  longer,  and,  "  money  saved  is  money 
made."
